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ROAD  AGENTS  REPORT 

Here  are  some  of  the  accomplishments  of  the  Highway 
Department  during  the  past  year. 

It  was  decided  to  have  Oliver  Blanchette  of  Peterbor- 
ough build  a  cement  block  building  for  a  Town  Garage.  This 
building  is  completed  except  for  the  floor  which  will  be  done 
in  early  spring. 

I  appreciate  having  the  Hough  Loader  to  use  for  the 
town  road  work.  It  is  a  very  useful  piece  of  equipment.  This 
summer  it  was  used  for  all  the  excavating,  loading  of  gravel, 
and  putting  in  culverts.  It  is  excellent  for  plowing  snow. 

Another  section  of  Hadley  Highway  was  rebuilt.  This 
took  2,931  yards  of  gravel.  Approximately  1.2  miles  of  road 
on  Hadley  Highway  were  blacktopped.  It  is  planned  that  this 
road  will  be  completed  to  the  New  Ipswich  line  next  year. 

The  Mansfield  Road  has  been  widened  to  the  same  width 
as  T.  R.  A.  standards.  The  culverts  have  been  repaired  or 
replaced.  The  road  has  been  graveled  from  Willard's  corner 
to  Rockwood's  corner.  This  took  1108  yards  of  gravel.  This 
road  has  a  number  of  houses  on  it  and  has  a  great  deal  of 
traffic.  There's  still  some  work  to  be  done  at  Willard's  corner. 
When  this  is  done,  the  road  will  be  ready  for  paving.  The 
town  could  raise  money  for  this  work  under  the  oil  appropri- 
ation, or  money  could  be  taken  from  the  Gas  Tax. 

Gravel  (725  yards)  was  put  on  the  following  roads:  the 
little  road  from  Clement's  to  Banker's,  Leighton's  Drive,  Old 
Holt  Road,  Powers  Road,  McCrae  Road,  Mt.  View  Road,  Cas- 
well's Road. 

New  railings  and  posts  were  put  on  Willard's  Bridge  and 
Caswell's  Bridge. 

There  is  a  continued  need  for  new  culverts  as  fast  as  the 
town  can  afford  to  have  them.  The  following  new  culverts 
were  put  in:  1  on  Mt.  View  Road,  1  on  Hadley  Highway,  1  on 
East  Road,  2  on  Old  Peterborough  Road. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  townspeople  for  their  coopera- 
tion during  the  past  year.

The  library  has  carried  out  many  extra  programs  this 
year.  During  National  Library  Week  the  library  was  literally 
full  of  displays,  books  and  posters.  The  largest  being  by  the 
children  in  grades  4,  5  and  6,  consisting  of  their  favorite 
books  with  new  jackets  for  all.  On  the  Wednesday  afternoon 
of  Library  Week,  a  program  for  the  children  was  held  in  the 
library  with  a  book  talk,  films  and  refreshments.  While  on 
Friday  evening  there  was  a  program  for  the  adults.  We  had 
guest  speakers,  an  original  skit  and  book  reviews  by  the 
school  children.  The  evening  closed  with  refreshments  by  the 
trustees. 

The  library  has  had  many  displays  during  the  year.  Also 
Mr.  Letourneau's  4th,  5th  and  6th  grades  of  school,  have  had 
special  displays  in  science  and  arts  and  crafts,  besides  book 
exhibits  to  use  with  their  class  studies.  The  librarian  has 
worked  with  the  children  in  their  lessons  on  the  use  of  the 
library. 

To  stimulate  the  use  of  the  library  by  the  children  a 
record  in  graph  form  has  been  kept  since  Oct.  19,  1963.  An 
average  of  26%  of  the  children  in  the  primary  room  borrowed 
books  to  date.  (Jan.  4,  1964)  The  average  is  37%  for  the  in- 
termediate room  and  18%  for  the  Junior  High  room.  A  great 
deal  of  time  was  spent  in  holding  a  reading  contest  for  six 
weeks  this  fall  for  the  grades  4  through  8.  This  brought  many 
books  to  the  attention  of  our  regular  attenders  and  encour- 
aged new  readers  on  the  way  to  library  usage  and  enjoyment. 

Circulation  of  books  this  year  was  3196.  Adult  Non 
Fiction  circulated  468  books  and  748  Fiction,  while  Children's 
were  331  Non  Fiction  and  1644  books  of  Fiction. 

The  increase  of  112  new  books,  75  adult's  and  37  chil- 
dren's is  less  in  number  than  usual.  This  is  caused  by  my 
choice  of  a  number  of  basic  reference  books  which  are  more 
expensive  than  most  reading  fare.  Even  so  we  received  more 
gift  books  than  in  any  given  year,  and  they  were  contributed 
by:  Mrs.  Mary  Walker,  Mrs.  Helen  Fay,  Mrs.  Martha  Scott, 
Mrs.  Barbara  Headman,  Mrs.  Vivian  McGray,  Mrs.  Alice  Don- 
ald, Mr.  Seth  Baraclough.  Mrs.  Alberta  Hagar  presented  the 
library  with  an  especially  good  collection  on  New  Hampshire. 
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A  'thank  you'  to  Mrs.  Gertrude  Kimble,  librarian  of  Chamber- 
lin  Free  Library  in  Greenville.  She  has  presented  our  library 
with  the  Abridged  Readers  Guide,  a  newer  ed.  of  the  abridged 
Dewey  Decimal,  and  the  Encyclopedia  of  American  History. 
Our  gift  subscriptions  of  magazines  were  given  by:  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Harry  Stratton,  the  American  Heritage;  Mrs.  Ruth 
Quinn,  the  Country  Beautiful,  and  the  Librarian,  the  Natural 
History.  Mrs.  Marjorie  Bowen  contributes  Time,  Life,  the 
New  Yorker,  and  several  others  from  her  own  collection.  Last 
but  not  least,  Mr.  Charles  Randall  has  done  a  fine  job  of  re- 
caning  one  of  the  library  chairs. 

Library  hours  remain  the  same,  from  2: 00  P.  M.  until 
4: 00  P.  M.  on  Wednesday  afternoon,  and  7: 00  P.  M.  until  9: 00 
P.  M.  Saturday  evenings.

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FIRE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

To  the  Voters  of  Temple: 

In  accord  with  your  vote  at  the  1963  Annual  Town  Meet- 
ing and  the  recommendations  of  the  Fire  Engineers,  your 
Volunteer  Fire  Department  has  amended  its  constitution  and 
by-laws.  The  Chief  now  must  be  one  of  the  Fire  Engineers 
that  you  elect.  All  expenditures  of  town  funds  for  the  Fire 
Department  now  must  be  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  Fire 
Engineers. 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire  has  been  preparing  instruc- 
tors for  the  training  of  Firemen,  particularly  those  in  small 
towns  such  as  Temple.  Last  spring  several  Firemen  received 
instruction  (at  state  expense)  in  pumper  practice  for  a  var- 
iety of  practical  situations. 

On  two  occasions,  members  of  the  department  attended 
specialized  training  classes  at  the  Meadowood  Fire  Depart- 
ment drill  yard  in  Fitzwilliam. 

Equipment  purchased  in  1963  included  two  nozzles,  fifty 
feet  of  booster  hose,  one  C02  and  one  dry  chemical  fire  ex- 
tinguisher, a  2500  watt  generator  for  flood  lights,  and  various 
tools. 

Fortunately  there  were  no  fire  losses  in  1963.  The  depart- 
ment answered  calls  for  two  chimney  fires  and  one  brush  fire. 

The  department  neither  made  nor  received  any  calls  for 
Mutual  Aid.  Your  department  is  regularly  represented  at  the 
Souhegan  Valley  Mutual  Aid  meetings.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  YOUR  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

During  the  past  year  New  Hampshire  faced  the  greatest 
forest  fire  threat  to  its  woodlands  in  more  than  sixty  years. 
The  continued  drought  brought  home  to  our  citizens,  as  never 
before,  the  potential  threat  of  destructive  fires  to  their  beauti- 
ful and  valuable  forests,  homes  and  livelihood.  In  true  Ameri- 
can tradition  of  meeting  a  common  threat  by  volunteer  effort, 
this  fire  danger  was  minimized  by  active  prevention,  patrol 
and  a  relinquishing  of  personel  rights  for  the  common  good. 
It  was  the  greatest  demonstration  of  public  cooperation  ever 
experienced  by  those  responsible  for  local  and  state  fire  con- 
trol. The  ready  forces  of  volunteer  fire  services  kept  the 
losses  low.  For  their  effort  and  public  response  the  general 
fire  service  expresses  its  heartfelt  thanks  for  a  job  well  done. 

Prevention  however,  is  not  just  an  activity  for  the  bad 
fire  years.  It  must  be  practiced  until  it  becomes  a  part  of  our 
public  conscience  —  a  habit.  Just  plain  carelessness  with  fire 
causes  too  many  of  our  fires. 

The  following  practices  and  suggestions  will  help: 

1.  Always  have  a  permit  for  outdoor  burning  and  burn 
within  the  terms  of  the  permit  and  in  a  safe  place. 
Burn  late  in  the  afternoon  when  the  wind  is  down  or 
on  rainy  or  damp  days.  Check  your  fire  and  if  winds 
develop  extinguish  it  promptly. 

2.  Carry  your  rubbish  to  the  public  dump  —  its  safer. 
A  neglected  backyard  incinerator  causes  many  fires. 

3.  Never  discard  a  lighted  cigarette  or  match.  Make  this 
a  year  round  habit  regardless  of  the  safety  of  your 
surroundings. 

4.  Children  caused  fires  are  now  a  major  concern.  Keep 
matches  away  from  them  and  teach  them  to  respect 
fire  and  not  make  it  a  subject  of  play. 

Lets  all  join  with  "Smokey  the  Bear"  and  ''Keep  New 
Hampshire  Green"  and  growing  in  1964.

4.  To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

5.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the  School 
Board  and  Truant  Officer,  and  fix  the  compensation  of  any 
other  officers  or  agent  of  the  district. 

6.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Committees, 
or  Officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto.

8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries  of

together  with  other  income;  the  school  board  to  certify  to  the 
selectmen  the  balance  between  the  estimated  revenue  and  the 
appropriation,  which  balance  is  to  be  raised  by  taxes  by  the 
town. 

9.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  a  cooperative  school 
district  planning  committee  and  to  elect  the  members  thereof 
or  determine  that  they  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator, 
or  take  any  action  relating  thereto. 
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10.  To  see  if  the  district  will  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  not  to  exceed  $400  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  coopera- 
tive school  district  planning  committee,  including  school  con- 
sultant services,  or  take  any  action  relating  thereto. 

11.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
School  Board  to  enter  into  a  long  term,  twenty  (20)  year 
contract,  with  the  Peterborough  School  Board,  to  provide 
education  for  high  school  children  interested  in  attending 
Peterborough  High  School  and  to  pay  an  equitable  "Capital 
Costs"  charge  above  the  regular  tuition  costs  or  take  any  ac- 
tion relating  thereto. 

12.  If  Article  11  is  approved  to  raise  and  appropriate 
$340  to  pay  for  the  "Capital  Costs"  charge  for  the  ensuing 
school  year  or  take  any  action  relating  thereto. 

Article  13.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  create  an 
Area  School  Planning  Commitee  in  accordance  with  Chapter 
195-A;  said  committee  to  be  authorized  to  join  together  with 
other  Area  School  Planning  Committees  in  nearby  towns  to 
form  an  Area  School  Planning  Board,  or  to  take  any  action 
relating  thereto. 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  of  money  to  hire,  in  conjunction  with  other 
school  districts  in  the  area,  a  school  consulting  firm  to  make  a 
detailed  study  of  educational  needs  and  opportunities  in  the 
District,  or  to  take  any  action  relating  thereto. 

15.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  the  meeting.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

To  the  School  Board  and  citizens  of  Temple,  I  respect- 
fully submit  my  sixth  annual  report  as  your  superintendent  of 
schools. 

Staff  and  Instruction 

The  Temple  School  opened  this  fall  with  one  change  in 
staff.  Mr.  David  Paige  of  Goffstown,  New  Hampshire,  a  re- 
cent graduate  of  the  University  of  New  Hampshire,  was  hired 
as  Music  Supervisor  replacing  Mrs.  Florence  Stiff  of  Nashua. 
Other  members  of  the  staff  continued  in  their  positions  at  the 
school  thereby  helping  to  insure  continuity  and  strength  in 
the  academic  program. 

The  two  areas  of  instruction  outlined  in  last  year's  pro- 
gram continue  to  be  improved  upon  and  expanded  during  the 
present  year.  The  Spalding  system  of  reading,  writing  and 
spelling  is  being  solidly  developed  in  all  grades  one  through 
six.  It  is  expected  that  each  year  marked  improvement  will  be 
seen  in  each  of  these  areas  through  the  use  of  this  very  sound 
reading  system. 

In  the  area  of  mathematics,  the  modern  mathematics  ap- 
proach is  now  being  taught  at  grade  levels  one  through  six 
and  will  be  formally  expanded  into  the  seventh  and  eighth 
grades  during  the  coming  school  year.  It  is  anticipated  that 
the  program  will  definitely  upgrade  the  quality  of  instruction 
in  this  area  and  give  youngsters  insights  and  understandings 
that  could  never  have  been  expected  of  these  children  in  the 
past. 

Provision  is  being  made  in  the  1964-65  budget  for  the  in- 
struction of  children  in  classes  for  the  intellectually  retarded. 
The  statutes  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  allow  expendi- 
tures to  be  made  in  this  area  and  certainly  this  kind  of  educa- 
tion is  necessary  for  these  children,  and  s  also  helpful  to 
those  children  remaining  in  the  Temple  school. 

Building  and  Grounds 

The  regular  maintenance  policy  of  the  school  is  being 
continued  in  the  budget  planned  for  1964-65,  with  funds  pro- 
vided for  the  painting  of  one  of  the  classroom  areas  and 
touching  up  of  other  areas  in  the  school  that  may  need  this 
kind  of  attention.  A  small  amount  of  money  is  also  being  pro- 
vided to  refmish  some  of  the  desk  tops  in  that  their  appear- 
ance will  be  more  satisfactory. 
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Future  Needs 

Since  early  last  fall  discussions  about  improved  instruc- 
tional opportunities  for  children  have  been  held  by  board 
members  of  towns  within  the  supervisory  union.  It  may  well 
be  that  by  working  closely  with  other  communities  in  the 
area,  the  educational  opportunities  for  children  in  Temple 
could  be  vastly  improved.  Everyone  knows  that  multiple 
graded  classrooms  have  their  limitations.  Everyone  knows 
that  instruction  at  the  seventh  and  eighth  grade  level  in  the 
Temple  school  cannot  compare  with  the  instruction  that 
could  be  provided  in  a  good  departmentalized  junior  high 
school.  These  limitations  make  it  necessary  to  constantly 
seek  ways  of  better  preparing  children  of  the  community  to 
meet  the  future.  The  needs  for  the  future  are  difficult  to  an- 
ticipate, but  should  be  planned  for.  With  these  thoughts  in 
mind,  an  article  has  been  inserted  in  the  warrant  to  provide 
for  the  initiation  of  a  cooperative  school  study  committee.  It 
is  true  that  a  study  committee  was  appointed  at  the  last  dis- 
trict meeting  but  since  that  time  new  legislation  has  been 
passed  which  requires  a  three-man  committee  to  be  appointed 
or  elected  as  being  a  first  step  to  be  taken  in  working  with 
other  communities.  This  committee  must  be  composed  of 
three  people,  one  of  which  is  a  school  board  member. 

At  meetings  the  school  board  has  participated  in,  two  of 
the  most  important  being  held  in  Temple,  consideration  has 
been  given  to  the  hiring  of  a  school  consultant  to  survey  the 
educational  structure  of  all  the  interested  communities  and  to 
have  the  consultants  make  recommendations  as  to  the  best 
type  of  educational  plan  for  Temple.  This  plan  would  consider 
educational  needs,  community  growth  and  finances.  A  second 
article  is  thus  placed  in  the  warrant  to  provide  this  study 
committee  with  funds  that  might  be  used  to  hire  the  services 
of  a  school  consultant.  These  funds  would  not  necessarily  be 
spent,  but  if  it  seemed  to  be  in  the  best  interests  of  Temple  to 
go  along  with  the  hiring  of  consultant  services,  then  the 
money  would  be  available  for  this  purpose.  It  is  further  pos- 
sible that  trust  funds,  which  are  available  in  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire,  might  help  reduce  the  costs  of  the  study  planned 
by  the  cooperating  committee.  It  seems  wise,  however,  to 
provide  an  amount  of  money  sufficient  to  meet  the  greatest 
possible  known  needs  and  depend  upon  the  appointed  or 
elected  committee  to  decide  whether  or  not  the  funds  should 
be  expended. 
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Finance 

There  are  two  primary  areas  of  increase  in  the  upcoming 
budget.  In  the  area  of  Teachers'  Salaries  there  is  an  increase 
of  approximately  $800.  In  spite  of  this  increase  the  average 
salary  of  teachers  in  Temple  school  will  still  be  $700  to  $800 
below  the  average  for  elementary  classroom  teachers  in  New 
Hampshire,  further  below  the  average  in  southern  New 
Hampshire  and  yet  further  below  the  average  of  elementary 
teachers  just  over  the  Massachusetts  state  line.  The  school  is 
no  better  than  the  quality  of  its  teachers,  thus  money  spent 
for  good  instruction  is  money  that  is  wisely  spent.  The  second 
area  of  increase  is  in  Tuitions.  Increased  enrollment  at  the 
high  school  level  and  an  increase  in  the  average  tuition  costs 
at  the  high  school  level  combine  to  create  an  increase  in  the 
budget  of  approximately  $3,000.  As  was  noted  earlier,  pro- 
vision is  also  being  made  for  the  education  of  intellectually 
retarded  children  and  this  figure  is  included  in  the  increase. 

These  increases  together  with  other  increases  and  de- 
creases combined  with  revenues  which  are  being  anticipated 
result  in  a  school  assessment  estimated  at  this  time  to  be 
$41,264.25  which  is  approximately  $4,084.00  above  that 
which  was  raised  for  the  school  assessment  during  the  cur- 
rent school  year.  As  was  noted  above,  most  of  this  cost  is  in 
the  area  of  high  school  tuitions  over  which  there  is  very  little 
control. 


Special  Articles 

Recently  the  School  Board  attended  a  meeting  at  Peter- 
borough, at  which  meeting  the  Board  was  asked  to  sign  an 
agreement  to  send  children  to  the  Peterborough  school  for  a 
period  of  twenty  years.  This  agreement  does  not  bind  children 
to  go  to  Peterborough  but  effects  onty  those  that  are  interest- 
ed in  attending  the  Peterborough  school.  The  requirements 
needing  school  district  approval  are:  (1)  that  of  an  additional 
cost  which  has  been  called  a  "Capital  Cost,"  and  (2)  to  enter 
into  the  long  term  (20  year)  contract.  The  "Capital  Cost"  is  a 
cost  per  pupil  for  additional  building,  equipment  and  land 
which  Peterborough  might  have  to  bear  to  adequately  house 
its  students.  Before  the  School  Board  can  enter  into  such  an 
agreement,  it  must  have  approval  from  the  district  to  absorb 
this  additional  cost  of  approximately  $20.  per  pupil.  Next 
year  this  would  cost  the  district  in  the  vicinity  of  $340. 
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Conclusion 

The  Temple  school  is  enjoying  a  successful  academic 
year.  The  teachers  are  working  diligently  to  properly  prepare 
children  to  meet  the  needs  and  requirements  of  their  individu- 
al grade  levels,  and  are  achieving  success.  The  School  Board 
has  been  very  understanding  in  facing  up  to  the  various  prob- 
lems that  are  met  in  the  operation  of  any  school  and  are  con- 
stantly seeking  ways  to  further  improve  instruction.  The 
success  of  graduates  from  the  Temple  School  at  high  school 
has  become  well  established,  and  a  fact  of  which  all  are  proud. 
Feel  assured  that  this  kind  of  quality  instruction  is  being  con- 
tinued during  the  present  school  year.

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REPORT  OF     SCHOOL  STUDY  COMMITTEE 

The  purpose  of  this  committee  was  to  study  education 
bills  and  legislation  as  they  affect  our  town  and  our  area. 
Members  of  the  committee  were  notified  of  hearings  at  Con- 
cord, and  efforts  were  made  to  attend  them  when  possible. 
The  hearing  on  the  Area  School  concept  as  outlined  by  the 
Interim  Commission  was  attended  by  one  of  our  committee 
members  in  April,  1963. 

In  order  for  parents  to  better  understand  the  State's 
study  on  education  as  reported  by  the  Interim  Commission, 
an  informal  meeting  was  arranged  in  May,  1963  to  discuss  the 
report's  general  findings  and  its  suggestions  for  this  town  and 
its  neighbors. 

In  regard  to  our  own  school,  Temple  class  room  space  on 
the  elementary  level  is  still  adequate  as  indicated  by  present 
and  projected  census  figures.  However,  on  the  secondary  or 
high  school  level,  it  has  become  increasingly  obvious  that 
Appleton,  Wilton,  and  Peterborough  are  all  over-crowded. 
This  problem  is  something  we  cannot  ignore,  We  need  to  keep 
abreast  of  the  plans  of  our  neighboring  high  school  districts 
so  that  we  will  not  become  an  orphan  town  with  no  school 
willing  to  accept  our  high  school  pupils.  We  must  become 
increasingly  familiar  with  this  problem,  in  order  to  seek  out 
a  good  and  practical  solution. 

H.B.  No.  563  of  the  State  Legislature  outlined  the  pro- 
cedure for  the  establishment  of  Area  Schools.  It  also  outlined 
the  restrictions  governing  the  creation  of  study  groups,  such 
as  this  present  committee,  and  how  they  may  legally  function. 
To  comply  with  this  recent  legislation,  the  Temple  School 
Study  Committee  as  it  presently  exists  must  be  dissolved  and 
be  reestablished  in  accordance  with  the  above  mentioned 
legislation,  if  the  town  feels  this  committee  is  fulfilling  a  serv- 
ice to  the  community. 

Within  the  past  few  months,  many  communities  have 
been  discussing  the  changes  that  must  come  about  to  provide 
for  their  growing  school  population,  Temple  has  been  invited 
to  attend  and  has  been  represented  at  meetings  at  Wilton, 
Greenville,  and  Peterborough.  In  return.  Temple  itself  hosted 
the  presentation  of  Englehardt,  Englehardt  &  Leggett,  a  pro- 
fessional organization  which  studies  the  educational  needs  of 
a  community  and  makes  unbiased  evaluations  and  recommen- 
dations. 
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After  functioning  as  a  study  group  for  the  past  year,  the 
committee  wishes  to  make  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  We  urge  the  School  District  to  establish  a  new  com- 
mittee under  the  directives  of  H.B.  563  consisting  of 
3  members,  one  being  a  member  of  the  school  board, 
and  that  said  members  be  elected  at  the  School  Dis- 
trict meeting  or  be  appointed  by  the  moderator.  This 
will  enable  Temple  to  continue  its  study  and  possibly 
join  with  other  neighboring  towns  with  like  study 
groups  to  establish  a  school  planning  board. 

2.  We  urge  the  School  District  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  necessary  funds  to  engage  an  educational  con- 
sulting firm  in  conjunction  with  our  neighboring  dis- 
tricts, to  conduct  an  unbiased  study  of  the  educa- 
tional needs  of  Temple  and  the  surrounding  area  who 
are  mutually  concerned  and  who,  like  us,  should 
profit  by  professional  advice.
